S a n J ose, November 14th.—A t the Fruit- 
Growers’Convention this afternoon, after the 
routine business had been disposed cf. P ro­ 
fessor C. H . IKvmelle, President of the State 
H orticultural Commission, read a speech, 
showing the great advantages resulting from 
a systematic e if >rt in the destruction of pests, 
and from the calling of the Convention. 
H e 
referred to the difficulties encountered by the 
Board of State H orticultural Commissioners, 
who do co t receive a cent for their services, 
but have been striving to preserve an indus­ 
try in which their all is invested. The princi­ 
ple for which they are contending is con­ 
tained in the saying, “ So use your own 
as not to injure others.” The prim ary ob­ 
ject of this Convention is to ascertain the 
views cf fruit culturiafs and others as to 
legislati n for the preservation of our fruit 
interests, and c m paie notes as to the most 
effective methods of combating the plagues 
of the orchard. 
The Professor outlined the 
effectiveuers of the work of the Commicsion, 
showing the proved practicability cf suppress­ 
ing the pests. 
The County Board's hove 
efficiently aided the State Board in the work, 
and it is im portant that the light men, 
who have 
faith 
in 
the 
practicability 
of 
suppression, ^ should 
be 
appointed 
to 
these 
Boards. 
Some 
impediments 
have arisen from not understanding the power 
cf the Commission, under which any resident 
cf a county can enter a complaicst against 
any person within that county for harboring 
noxious in-ects, and th at the limits of that 
right should ba extended to the whole State. 
Tho law, although effective vs far as enforced, 
is not tyrannica1, and gives ample notice, too, 
th at persons who have peats on their places 
can themselves get rid of them, and their 
trees can only ba destroyed by order of a 
Court, after they

The presence of the 
pests cannot long be kept secret, and their ex­ 
tirpation enhances the value of igpd 25 to 
10(5 per cent.

W ithin two y o u 3 
past California has made greater progress 
than any other State in solving the insect 
problem, both by legislation and experiment, 
and wo can ail aid in forming public opinion 
in this directjen.

He was followed by M atthew Cooke, 
Chief Executive Officer of the H ortieutrral 
Commission, who narrated in detail the work 
of the Commission during tha past year, and 
the impediments from the resistance to the 
law of Lusk & _ Co.

FKA 5K J AMES IS PRISON. 
The Account of Frank James in prison 
shows that the occupation of a bandit ia 
attended with great popularity in some 
parts cf this country. Frank James is a 
murderer and thief. He is known to have 
committed several ^cold-blooded, cowardly 
and useless assassinations. He has been 
a peat to the region he resided in for years. 
He has never done a beneficent act in his 
life. And now, having given himself up 
very much as some patriot chief might 
have done, after an unsuccessful career, it 
s openly announced that he is to be tried 
merely as a matter of farm, and that his 
conviction will be followed evidently by a 
pardon from Governor Chittenden—who 
procured the assassination of his brother. 
These facts have rendered Frank James a 
hero in the eyes of so many people that 
his incarceration is a triumph instead of a 
punishment. The people who admire this 
murderer and tbief have fitted his ceil up 
elegantly, have provided him with creature 
comfoits 
in abundance, 
and 
hold 
levees in his presence. Women send him 
flowers in profusion, and visit him, and 
bang about him, and sympathize with him. 
The population of Missouri generally seems 
to regard him as one of the greatest men 
of the day, and there can be no doubt that 
he thinks so himself. On the whole we 
are obliged to conclude that, as “ Pip” 
used to observe in “ Great Expectations,” 
this is “ a bad side of human nature.” 
Tills is the ei.actme; t by wbicb Boston put a 
check upon the sale of the toy pietol, which has been 
the instrumuut of so much mischief. Let other 
cities c >py the ordinance: ” No person shall sell 
to any child under the age of sixteen years, without 
the wi itten consent of a ]tarent or guardian of such 
child, any cartridge of fixed ammunition of which 
any fulminate is a component part, or any gun.

It was the declared intention of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention sa to arrange the 
new Constitution that the State Prisons 
would be out of politics. That this pro­ 
ject failed may be said to have been a nat­ 
ural consequence of the crude provisions 
adopted. Those provisions contained no 
sufficient checks against the abandonment 
of the prison administration to partisan 
politics, and therefore it was not to be ex­ 
pected that the politicians would fail to 
utilize their opportunities. As the Record. 
U n io n long ago pointed out, the only way 
by which the end sought could have been 
attained would have been by appointing 
professional penologists to the office of 
Wardens, and making them responsible for 
their subordinates, while exercising a strict 
supervision over the Board of Directors. 
This advice, however, was disregarded, and 
one of the results is that among the changes 
to be expected from the recent Democratic 
success at the polls is the entire revolu­ 
tionizing of the prison administration. The 
public muBt anticipate what the politicians 
call “ anew deal,” in fact. The present 
W ardens and all their officers will doubt­ 
less have to make room for Democrats, and 
unfortunately it will be useless to protest 
against the change, because it will be said 
to be only in the line of precedent. The 
present Wardens were neither of them 
chosen bccanse of any special fitness for the 
work. In fact neither of them knew any­ 
thing about it when they went in. Bat 
they have been learning ever since, and 
now, when they have acquired some under' 
standing of what is needed, they will have 
to make way for altogether untried men. 
That is, they will have to do this unless 
General Stoneman is prepared to with­ 
stand the solicitations and jg-essure of the 
politicians, and to deal with th#«i- import­ 
ant matter from a higher standpoint than 
that of partisan polities. If he is w illing 
and able to do this we can furnish him with 
ample reasons. In the first place the appeal 
to prccedenta is entirely irrelevant. If 
hospitals instead of prisons were in ques­ 
tion, and if one party proposed to put in 
ignorant physicians because the other party 
had done so, everyone would see at once 
that such a proposition was outrageous and 
irrational. It would be recognized that 
the welfare of the patients must be tho 
controlling consideration, and that if one 
party had been so neglectful of its duty as 
to abandon tho hospitals to politics, this fact 
could not justify the other party in com­ 
mitting the same fault. But there :s really 
a close analogy between prisons and hos­ 
pitals. Under every enlightened Govern­ 
ment the fact is now recognized that So­ 
ciety ia bound, in its own interest as well 
as by its duty to its lawless members, to 
make the punishment of criminals reform­ 
atory. In other words, it is the highest 
and soundest State policy to diminish crime 
by curing those who commit it of their 
criminal tendencies. 
Now, this process of cure, or reform, 
calls for science in those who are to admin­ 
ister prisons. It is idle to take men at 
haphazard and make Wardens of them. 
It is as idle as it would be to put politicians 
in charge of insane asylums. Penology is 
a science in these days, and it requires 
long and patient study and special experi­ 
ence. It involves a knowledge of criminal 
human nature, which can only be ob­ 
tained by the most deliberate and exten­ 
sive observation. Such knowledge is very 
rare. It certainly is not possessed by the 
average man. Politics is not the field in 
which it is acquired. Moreover the main 
objects of the politician are opposed to what 
the main object of every prison officer 
ought to be. 
The politician has two 
special purposes to serve. 
One is to 
avoid scandals in prison administration ; 
the other is to use the prison government 
as a political machinery. Now this kind 
of administration is incompatible with the 
attainment of the beat results. The ideal 
Warden is a man who is devoted to crim­ 
inal reform, and who understands how 
practically to bring it about. A skilled 
penologist would be competent to advise 
the Legislature as to the best methods of 
securing penal reform, but the reports of 
all the prison Wardens who have thus far 
held office in California are chiefly remark­ 
able for the absence of useful sugges­ 
tions in this regard. 
General Stoneman has two courses open 
to him besides that which the politicians 
will urge %pon him. 
He may keep the 
present Wardens in office; or he may ap­ 
point skilled penologists to take their 
places. It is, however, necessary to point 
out that if ever this last plan ia adopted 
it will be indispensable to leave to the 
Warden the choice of his subordinates ; 
since to appoint fit Wardens, and then to 
give all the subordinate positions to politi­ 
cians, wonld be to render improvement hope­ 
less, and to muzzle the new Wardens at 
once. 
In fact we are tolerably certain 
that no trained penologist would accept 
such an office unless be had the promise 
beforehand of the unfettered choice of his 
own lieutenants. We do not lose sight of 
the fact that what we are suggesting is a 
very hard thing for a new Governor to do. 
It is quite possible, we may even say prob­ 
able, that General Stoneman will receive 
no encouragement from the Legislature to 
make any such reforms. 
It will be a 
question almost entirely for his own con­ 
science. Ho must be aware that the pur­ 
pose of the new Constitution concerning 
prison administration ha3 not yet been 
fulfilled. He must be aware that it de­ 
pends largely upon himself whether it 
shall be hereafter. 
If he is capable of 
rising above partisan politics he can do 
this thing, and in that case only. 
No doubt a great deal would be gained 
if a Biard of Directors were appointed 
which had large enough views to re­ 
frain from all political interference with 
the Wardens. If, however, the Board and 
the Wardens all belong to the same class 
of politicians, such abstinence from inter­ 
ference would effect little good. 
The 
whole prison administration must be put 
upon a right basis if any real reform is to 
be assured. It íb useless to tinker at tho 
system ; to introduce a little reform her», 
and a little there, yet to leave the chief 
abuses still in existence. 
If General 
Stoneman believes that it is feis duty to 
look firBt to the nature of the public inter­ 
ests involved, he cannot miss his way. For 
it is unquestionable that thorough penal re­ 
form is demanded and required, and that 
the lack cf it has cost the State many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars hereto­ 
fore, not to speak of the far more serious 
if less 
tangible mischief 
produced 
in the deterioration of morals and 
the encouragement of crime. 
The greed 
of the officee-eekers in fact ia squarely and 
emphatically in conflict with the interest 
of the people in this matter. It is not 
less emphatically in conflict with the duty 
of the Commonwealth toward its criminals. 
We off-r these eucgesrioos for the special 
use and behoof of the Governor elect. It 
is a very serious question to which we thus 
invite his attention, and we hope that he 
will no’, for want cf sufficient refl :clion, 
entangle h:m-elf in promises of office which 


he cannot perform without sacrificing the 
public good to partisan exigencies. We 
cannot suppose that he ha3 yet committed 
himself with regard to prison administra­ 
tion, and we trust that he will retuse to do 
60, at least until he has informed himself 
thoroughly upon the subject. 
HJPiLESS STUPIDIIY. 
It has been said that the only kind of 
people who never learn anything from ex­ 
perience, are fools. The Eastern eage went 
farther when he observed that even if a 
fool were brayed in a mortar yet would his 
folly not depart from bim. We have two 
rather striking illustrations of the truth of 
these axioms in the conduct of Jay Hub- 
bell and the San Francisco Chronicle. After 
the late election Jay Ilubbell was “ inter­ 
view ed ,’’ and professed himself utterly 
unable to account for the Democratic suc­ 
cesses. He could see nothing whatever in 
the action or record of the Republican 
managers to explain the political revoln 
tion. He was altogether certain that his 
own “ voluntary contribution ” system had 
had nothing to do with it. In short, it 
seemed to him to be an inscrutable mys 
tery, which must thenceforth be ranked 
with the matters which Herbert Spencer 
classifies as “ Unknowable.” In much the 
same way the Chronicle, after recovering 
from the first stnnning effects of the crush­ 
ing blow it had sustained, seems bent 
upon consoling itself with arguments de­ 
signed to show that somehow the defeat 
of its pet candidate, Doyle, and of 
the howling antirailroad faction in 
lofo, does not in any way indicate popular 
disapproval of the doctrines which the re­ 
pudiated faction held. In the teeth of the 
most stubborn faits it appears to think it 
possible to persuade itself—that it cannot 
convince tho public has already been 
proved—that after all the isle election was 
an anti-railroad victory, and that in some 
mysterious way the defeat of Doyle was a 
demonstration of popular confidence in*bim 
and ki3 propositions. As illustrations of 
the kind of folly which even braying in a 
mortar could not eliminate, these csbss are 
interesting. It is very apparent, however, 
that when politicians and journals thus 
proclaim their utter incapacity to compre­ 
hend the bent of public opinion, even when 
that opinion has been manifested in the 
most emphatic way, those journals and 
politicians might as well retire from active 
business, since they are of no further use 
in politics or journalism. 
A REGULAR “ CROWNER’3 QUEST ” VSR- 
DIC 7. 
The verdict of the Kentucky Coroner’s 
jury in the case of the people killed by 
the militia during the attack upon the 
steamer in which they were conveying the 
Ashland murderers to a place of safety, is a 
fair specimen of “ Growner’s quest law.” 
The jury finds that the Boldiers were “ not 
“ in the discharge of their duty ” when 
they fired the fatal shots. Now the evi­ 
dence on that point is abundant aud con­ 
clusive. The troops had in the first place 
been threatened with a mob attack. In 
the second place a mob took possession of 
a ferry-boat, and as the steamer Granite 
State, containing the troops and pris­ 
oners, approached, the mob opened fire 
upon her. Several of the soldiers were 
wounded before the commanding officer 
gave orders to return the tire. The mob 
made a deliberate attack upon the troops, 
in fact, and the latter only fired in self­ 
defense, and. in defense of the prisoners 
intrusted to them. Every person belong­ 
ing to that mob who was killed by the fire 
of the troops unquestionably deserved his 
death. The action of the mob was out­ 
rageous, and merited the most severe and 
merciless punishment. The troops, how­ 
ever, though they bad artillery with them, 
never used the guns, confining their fire to 
small arms. Tney did their whole duty. 
They deserve well of the State, and the 
Coroner’s jury which rendered so unjust a 
verdict must be a contemptible set of 
idiots, or else in shameful sympathy with 
the ruffians who received so merited a 
chastisement at the hands of the citizen 
soldiery.

FAMIfiE IN EGYPT. 
At the beginning of the Egyptian trouble 
the R e c o rd U n io n , while discussing the 
effect which it was likely to have upon the 
distribution of the Nile inundation, point­ 
ed out the danger of famine from a neglect 
of the customary precautions. It appears 
now that a famine is really apprehended, 
and that it will be due, if it occurs, to this 
cause. The Fellahs were drafted into 
Arabi’s army, being taken from their homes 
at the time of year when their labor was 
most urgently needed to regulate the flow 
of the inundation through the complicated 
system of canals which has been con­ 
structed to secure the greatest possible 
benefit from the annual irrigation. The 
consequence was that the flood was unregu­ 
lated ; that in many places no crops were 
sown ; that in others there was an insuf­ 
ficiency of water ; and that as a general 
result there will be a great deal of suffer­ 
ing, and possibly an actual famine. No 
doubt the Kaglish Government will take 
prompt measures to avert the worst, though 
the distances in Egypt which cannot be 
reached by railway are sometimes consider­ 
able, and, as in India, the people may not 
be disposed to apply freely for relief even 
where it is available.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 
B recher Sued for B reach of « o u tru n . 
N ew Y o rk . November 14th.—The suit of 
Sam. Wtlkeson against Henry Ward Beecher 
was called to-day before Judge Barrett, in 
the Supreme Court. The action is for breach 
of contract. 
Beecher contracted with the 
publishing firm cf F.,rd A Co., in December, 
1809, to write the “ Life of Christ.” He 
agreed to write the bjok withia eighteen 
months, and received as part payment in ad­ 
vance. and before fignirg the contract, $10,­ 
000 Wilkeson was a partner ia the firm, 
and paid the advance. Since then plaintiff 
says he has never been able to get the book 
from Mr. Beecher, nor the $10,000 advanced. 
The first part was furnished Ford A Co. some 
years ago, and was published and circulated. 
The second part was only partially furnished 
by dtfendant. Plaintiff alleges that he was 
put to considerable expem e in preparing for 
printing the work, and sues to recover those 
expeuees. When the case was called to day 
both tides were ready. Beecher was present, 
and sat by his counsel, Thomas G. Sherman. 
Counsel tor defendant moved the diamission 
of the complaint, on tho ground that it did 
not state that the payment of royalty to ths 
hearer had been fulfilled, and a stile men*, 
had not been given him as to the number of 
books published. Counsel abo moved to dis­ 
miss the complaint upon the paper itself. 
Judge Barrett denied the motion. A number 
of papers were put ia evidence. The first 
witness called was John P. Howard, a mem­ 
ber cf the firm of Howard A Co. He gave 
itemized statements of the amounts received 
and paid out. 
Strange and Fatal A ccident. 
Cleveland (O ), November 14 h —This af­ 
ternoon a strange accident happened on the 
corner of Seneca and Saint Glair street?, 
where a large block is in process of erection, 
the walls and fl loring beii g up three e tocias. 
A boom derrick, 100 ieet high, used to hoist 
materials, through the breaking of the shack 
ling cf a wire guy at the anchorage, as sup­ 
posed, toppled and broke about twenty ftet 
Irom the ground, and fell to the ground with 
a great crash. Three men were on a plat­ 
form eixty feet from the sidewalk, hoisting a 
load of about three tons oi brick. One 
jumped, caught the lower guy and slid rafaly 
t> the ground. The other two, Dietrich 
Stager and William Price, were so iijured 
that they died soon afterward?. Another, a 
colored mac, was instantly killed by the der­ 
rick falling on him. Still another laborer 
was badly injured. 
The Forest Cily Iron W orks Explosion. 

— Francis 
Bradley, a boss carpenter, is added to those 
killed by the boiler explosion last evening at 
the Forest City Iron Works. A corrected 
fiat of the wounded ia as follows : Jenkio 
Evans, Gus.

sioner—W bat Governor Perkins Bays, 
■ San Francisco Chronicle, November 14th.] 
W hen General George Stoneman was 
nominated for Governor the doubt was 
raised whether, being on the ittired list of 
the army, he could draw hie pension aa a 
Federal officer and at the same time per­ 
form State service as Kxecutive. 
Aa the 
best answer to this question the General 
resigned. 
From motives not so directly 
attributable to a doubt as to the validity 
of dual service, General Stoneman has re­ 
signed from the 
Kail road Commission. 
Public interest being aroused as to the 
cause of this action, a representative of 
the Chronicle called yesterday on Governor 
Perkins, and held with him the following 
conversation on the subject: 
rilE QUESTION OK SUCCESSION. 
'H ave you any objection,” asked the 
reporter, “ to giving lor publication an 
idea of the appointment you will make, 
or the policy that will govern your action 
in tii*- m atter? ’ 
“ As General Grant once said,” replied 
the Governor, “ I have no policy to assert 
agai ist the declared will of the people. 
I 
do not deal in nq steries or sccresies, and I 
nave no conctalment to make from the 
people, whose servant 1 am. 
I have en­ 
deavored to Ire always candid throughout 
my Administration, and outspoken regard­ 
ing ail matters affecting the public inter­ 
ests. 
W hat is the particular thing you 
wish to know?” 
“ Particularly, thee," said the reporter, 
" I wish to know who will bo appointed to 
succeed General Stoneman aa Railroad 
Commissioner ?” 
"T h e reeignation of General Stone­ 
man,” said the Governor, with some delib­ 
eration, " was received on the 13th instant, 
conditioned to take effect on the 15th in­ 
stint. 
That date is within six weeks of 
the close of his official term. 
The time is 
ao very short that to my mind the question 
of appointing his sucoesaor is one involv- 
¡ions complications. 
In the first 
place, it is not easy to make a selection 
th at will give sati-.faction to the people. 
Ln the next place, 1 have found it gener­ 
ally difficult to obtain the consent of men 
of the highest qualities, qualifications ai d 
character—men such as would be given 
charge of r-xlracrdinaiy trusts in private 
bnsin"33 aff i s—to serve in appointed po­ 
sit vns upen commissions. 
I have found 
toe-in. it is true, b it they do not go in 
drov ». and I apprehend teat it would not 
fco xay to lind one willing to undertake 
the very responsible duties of this office for 
the period o) six weeks only—even if the 
appointment could be made immediately. 
It the time for which the appointment 
would hold good wore a year, or even six 
months, I feei confident íhat 1 could induce 
a gentleman to accept it whose name would 
i a ¿uiñcient guarantee to the public that 
ó3 would do his duty faithfully ; but ua- 
: r the circumstances I am free to confers 
rhat the cla s who would seek the appoint­ 
ment would not be acceptable to me.” 
“ G om do you allude to as possessing 
such high ciualitieD 
it was asked. 
‘ 1 l:d not mention his uama,” w^s the 
reply, accompanied by a smile. 
The appointee v.ould draw a salary for 
5 mor.tii and a half, would he not ? ” 
" : f the crea'ion of a rich office were the 
sole object had io view in forming the 
Commission, tne fact might influence my 
ae.iou ; but. as it is, the salary question la 
worth considering only as one of the a t­ 
tractions to the clast who seek position 
only for the profit it affords.” 
ÍUE KRIVII.EdK OS DELAY. 
“ It is obvious,” the Governor went on, 
that no man could accept the position 
and wield one-third of the great powers 
vetted in that Commission conscientiously, 
wisely and j idicioualy without the prepar­ 
atory advantage of previous service on the 
Board. 
The only two men who have had 
?uch experience arc Mr. T uttls and Mr. 
Boyle, and neither of th=tn is a resident of 
the d istrict; and beeide?, as I have already 
3aid, by the time a selection could be made 
there would remain hut four or five weeks 
of the unexpired term. 
No man could de­ 
termine in that brief time a line of policy ; 
and certainly the time is too short for any 
one with a well defined policy already in 
his mind to carry it into effect. 
It seems 
to me that -he true work of the Commis­ 
sion would he retarded rather than ad­ 
vanced by any such episode in its hi tory.” 
“ Is a chief magistrate at liberty to allow 
any tueh vacancy to remain unfilled ? Do 
not the Constitution and the law9 say that 
he shall appoint to fill a vacancy ? ” 
“ Certainly, such is the law. 
But the 
3xecntive i: not required to act in any 
esse within ar.y specified time. 
If the in­ 
terests of the State require delay I think 
he may properly exercise it.” 
“ Mr. Foote bae been elected in the dis­ 
trict wherein the vacancy occurs by the 
resignation of General Stoneman,” said the 
reporter, suggestively. 
“ That is true,” the Governor ao-ierted; 
“ but Mr. Foote h: s already indicated that 
bis policy will cot be in accord with the 
one which h.i3 controlled the 
present 
Board ; and -¡inca ue will take his office by­ 
election within a Kw weeks, a full Demo­ 
cratic Board having been elected, it is only 
natural to suppore that he would prefer to 
take his seat simultaneously with those 
associates who arc t:> serve with him dur- 
;ng his full term, and who will be held to 
ae_ mist to the people for their action. The 
fact that Mr. Foote is a Democrat does not 
irfluence me :a determining not to attempt 
to persuade him to accept the appointment. 
3n the contrary it wrmli influence me the 
other way upon the principle which I have 
always believed in, that the minority polit­ 
ical party should be represented. 
There 
:s to-day s Democrat up n every State 
Commission, w-.th the single exc p'lon of 
the Board of State Prison Directors. 
In 
the cate of that B >ard the appointment 
was tendered to 
several distinguished 
Democrats, and was d clin. d because the 
Constitution prohibits tile letting of con­ 
vict labor by contract, and they expressed 
doubt about 'he success of th? j ite works ” 
Nor IN THE general's CONFIDENCE 
" W hy did General Stoneman at this late 
hour resign ?” asked the reporter, vetiiur- 
ing upon a leading question. 
“ •'• nile the relations between General 
Stoneman and myself are cordial,” said the 
Governor in reply, 
“ and I 
entertain 
toward him ' at high regard due to a dis­ 
tinguished soldier of the it "public, I sm at 
the same time not sufficiently in his ccmfi 
deuce to be made the repository of his rea­ 
sons for resigning at this time. 
I t should 
be remembered, nowewr, that he has been 
sleeted to the highest, office within the gift 
of the people cf this State, and perhaps a 
sense of delicacy may have suggcsUd this 
action. 
B rides, Genera! Stoneman has 
publicly proclaimed h s disapproval of the 
course and policy of the present Board. 
H e has been elected Governor, and the 
sominees of the party that elected him 
cave been elected also, and will constitute 
the new B e n i of Commissioners. 
Gen­ 
eral Stonemus’s action may be int erpreted 
as an appeal from the preseat Railroad 
Commissioners to the incoming 
Board, 
which will be organiz-d la a few weeks.” 
" Then you see >nd the appeal from the 
existing Board to the incoming one of Rail­ 
road Commissioners?” 
" I am not disposed to sit in judgment 
upon the course of the B ard,” replied the 
Governor, cautiously. “ T ue Railroad Com­ 
missioners are elected by the people, and 
are vested by the supreme will of the peo­ 
ple, expressed in the fundamental law, with 
powers so comprehensive that they virtu­ 
ally constitute a distinct department of the 
Government. 
I have not as yet received 
any report, as required by law, o ' the 
transactions of the Bosrd. 
Therefore no 
official statem ent has been given to the 
people of the wrongs and oppressions, if 
any existed, by railroad corporations in 
this State, tha: the Commissioners have 
corrected. 
All things considered, I believe 
I shall best subserve the interests of the 
State by allowing the vacancy to remain 
unfilled* and retaining the salary in the 
t r e a s u r y . " ___________________
